OTTAWA, Nov. 10.—(CP)—An electrical shot-in-the-, 


ar mhas been injected into the dreary land of muskeg and 
snow just south of the ‘Arctic Circle. 


Resources department engineers, 
overcoming sub-Arctic 
and hazards, have harnessed a 
new source of power for develop- 
ment of the rich mining in 
the Yellowknife area of the North- 
west Territories

It is the Snare river and Storage 
and power project, launched by 
the department in 1946 and now 
spilling out 8,350 horsepower from 
the tumbling Snare river just 200 
miles south of the Arctic 
The project was opened officially 
Oct. 4. 

IMPORTANT PAGE 

As Canadian hydro projects go, 
the Snare river job doesn't bulk 
large; it turns out about enough 
energy for a town of 5,000 or 6,000. 
But its completion in the face of 
major obstacles represents an im- 
portant page in the story of man’s 
mastery of the north 

It was put into production only 
after a long and carefully-planned 
campaign against the tricky North- 
ern seasons, which fought the en- 
gineers at every turn. 

Because of the short navigation 
season on northern rivers, trans- 
portation was the major obstacle. 
The builders utilized everything in- 
cluding barges, planes and selds 
to get their 2,400 tons of material 
and equipment to the power site. 


FLOATED DOWN RIVER 

In the summer of 1947, part of the 
gear was moved by water. 
the railroad at Waterways Alta., it 
was floated down the Athabaska 
river, toted over a 12-mile portage 
to the Slave river and down the 
Slave to Great Slave Lake 
ferried across the lake to assembly 
points for winter, haulage to the 
damsite. 

But the river route froze up be- 
fore all the material could be moy- 
ed, so last winter a new route had 
to be found for some 400 tons that 
included heavy powerhouse equip- 
ment such as the main turbines 

This was trucked from the rail- 
head at Grimshaw, Alta., to the 
shore of Great Slave Lake, 386 
miles distant.
